The desperate Boers, forced to wage, a 
guerrilla warfare, have no St. Helena 
nor ships to transport prisoners, noi' 
have they accommodations for a large 
body of captives, and, knowing 
this, 


the people of England fear most grtw- 
sorne tidings of the fate o£ the missing 
soldiers.

rien, published February 11, after cen- 
sorship, was as follows:

THE D. A. R. SOCIETY 


Convection Now in Session at Wash- 


ington Makes Extraordinary 


Showing of 
Progress, 


Washington, Feb. 21—At the con- 


gre.ss of the D. A. R. today Mrs. Man- 
ning presided with more calmness 
and fewer incidents of a trying na- 
ture came up for discussion. 


The reports of the national officers 


showed that the D. A. R. had gain-I 
ed in the last year 10,379 new mem- 
bers. 
Since the organization of this 


society 
they . had 
enrolled 35,069 


members, 1,193 had died, 1,282 
re- 


signed and 278 were dropped on ac- 
count of the non-payment of dues leav- 
ing a membership of 32,116. 


Through the report of the treasurer 


it was shown that in 1898 the society 
pa'id $700 for the opera house, 
in 


1890 $900, in 1900 $1,500, and this 
year $2,800. 
Thtti report showed that 


the society has $15,800 in bank, $10,- 
000 in bonds of current investments, 
making, a total fund of .,$25,800. Of 
this $13,961 was paid, for advance 
clues.

The current assets 
left are $11,- 


839. 
The exact expenditure for the 


year was shown to be $34,361. 


Of the appropriation .of $2,000 .made 


last year for 
the Paris 
exposition 


fund, $1,814 was returned to the so-1 
ciety by Mrs. Manning, as only-about | 
$200 had been used for expenses of 
the exhibit. 


Mrs. Mary Jane Seymour, historian 


general, in her report said that the 
society now had on hand 9,000 copies 
of. the "lineage 
book," 
whi^fr.had 


been paid for by the national soci- 
ety. 
It had not received proper ap- 


preciation, for, instead of being sub- 
scribed for by members, a place Mad 
to be hired 
to store 
these books. 


This storage vault cost the society 
$120 -a year. 
She further recom- 


mended that these books be sent to 
the various chapters for distribution, 
inasmuch as the society had had to 
pay for them.
